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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments filed April 25. 2005 have 
been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 

Applicant alleges that "even if the references were combined... the claimed invention is still not produced... even though the power 
control manager in the claimed invention provides the shutdown signal to the circuit blocks, it's the respective circuit blocks that actually 
disable the respective local clock signals... in sharp contrast, the CPU in Jain et al., is responsible for disabling the system clock signal". 
Firstly, Examiner advises Applicant to review Applicant's own cited col.6, 11.6-24 in reference to fig.4 of Jain et al., and note that the 
disablement of clock signal involves the processor clock [i.e., local CPU clock 360], not the system clock [304]. Secondly. Examiner 
advises Applicant to read/review the outstanding Office Action to note that CPU 302 was cited as one of the plurality of circuit blocks 
[paragraph 8], which complies with Applicant's assessment/concession that "it's the respective circuit blocks [CPU] that actually disable 
the respective local clock signals". 

Applicant's arguments are not persuasive and the rejections are maintained.. 
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
